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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendments and Applicant Arguments submitted on 04/29/09 have been 
received and its contents have been carefully considered. The examiner wishes to 
thank the Applicant for the response to the Examiner's action and for amending the 
claims in the appropriate manner. 

Claims 22 and 24 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-21 and 23 are pending for examination. 

Claim Objections 

2. The objections have been removed in response to Applicant's Amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or suggest a brake system for an elevator comprising "an actuator 
operably coupled to at said at least one spring to return said at least one spring and 
said stopping mechanism to the non-depolyed position in response to said electronic 
reset signal wherein said at least one spring is selectively decoupled from at least one 
of said stopping mechanism and said actuator" in claim 1 , a brake system for an 
elevator comprising "a connector for connecting the at least one spring to said actuator, 
wherein said connector is automatically disengaged from said actuator when said safety 
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wedges are in the non-depolyed position and is automatically engaged to said actuator 
when said safety wedges are in the deployed position" in claim 7, and a method for 
activating a braking system for an elevator car comprising the step of "coupling an 
actuator to the at least one spring to return the at least one spring and the stopping 
mechanism to the non-deployed position in response to the electronic reset signal 
wherein the at least one spring is selectively decoupled from at least one of the stopping 
mechanism and the actuator" in claim 1 1 . Therefore, the combinations of the claimed 
limitations in the independent claims 1 , 7 and 1 1 are not anticipated or made obvious by 
the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion.
